Every country has it’s own stereotypes 
and misconceptions. 

Some people think that Africa is a country or 
that the whole of Canada is covered in snow and 
that it is extremely cold. 

When you think of the Netherlands, you think of 
windmills, tulips, cheese and wooden shoes. 
Although you will not find a Windmill around 
every comer, there are still Windmills and 
certain places are especially known for them, 
like the ’’Kinderdijk en ’’Zaanse Schans”.

individually by each party. Whilst it’s true that 
this is not uncommon practice in the 
Netherlands, it is taken in the spirit of 
egalitarianism, rather than a lack of generosity. 
It’s easy to see how this would seem abrasive to 
other cultures. Money is considered by many a 
’’delicate and even taboo subject” to broach 
socially. Dutch culture strongly favours social 
equality and directness and so it would be 
considered disrespectful to avoid ‘being fair’ for 
the sake of saving social face, even when it 
comes to money. 

Being up front with what you owe is simply 
being fair and reflects consideration of the other 
person’s part in the event. 

In fact, the Netherlands is actually a very 
generous country: ’’The percentage of their GDP 
going towards development aid is 0.82% above 
the UN target, only Luxembourg, Sweden and 
Norway are slightly higher.” 

In general, the Dutch are quite happy to pay for 
something, as long as it’s good value for money 
and they are the happiest people on earth when 
they find a real bargain or managed to get an 
amazing deal. 

Being Rude. 

The Dutch do come across as rude and they have 
a habit of having their opinion on almost 
everything. They say things as they are, they 
don’t mince words or beat around the bush. 

They say it straight up and direct, whether it’s 
feedback from their manager, a comment on 
your new hairstyle or the simple (but direct, with 


no explanation) “no,” when you ask someone 
for a favour. 

Dutch ’’straight talking” takes a lot of getting 
used to, but it does have its advantages. At least 
you know where you stand! The Dutch value 
honesty and directness, it’s important to them, 
and whilst many of us see our behaviour as rude 
and often take “Dutch directness” personally, it 
isn’t intended that way. This is what most 
people call cultural differences. 

The Dutch kill off the old and sick. 

If you think you can get away with offing your 
wealthy Grandma in the Netherlands, you will 
find yourself under arrest quicker than you can 
say: ‘mercy killing’. Nor are elderly persons 
wearing wrist bands saying: ‘Do not euthanise 
me, please’, as one-time US presidential 
candidate Rick Santorum had said. 

The law on euthanasia, which dates from 2002, 
does not allow ’’euthanasia tourism” and 
doctors, who practice euthanasia, have to abide 
by a number of strict rules. In particular, the 
patient must be suffering unbearably and the 
doctor must be sure they are making an 
informed choice. According to the national 
statistics office, assisted suicide now accounts 
for 2.8% of all deaths in the Netherlands. 

All Dutch smoke Weed.

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The Honorary Dutch Consul Services explained 


The following clarification was received from the Consul General’s Office 
in Sydney regarding the role of the Honorary Dutch Consuls in 
Australia, which of course includes our Arnold Stroobach in Perth. 

(Editor) 

Dear Dutch Association, 

With this letter I would like to inform you on the role of the Honorary Consuls in 
Australia as of 1 May 2017. 

You are kindly asked to inform your Members and fellow Dutch accordingly. 

As always the Honorary Consul will assist Dutch nationals who get into difficulty in 
Australia. This could mean issuing an emergency travel document when required, or 
helping out in another Consular emergency situation. 

A Consular emergency situation may be a lost or stolen passport, a serious accident, 
hospitalisation, decease, a disappearance, or any other emergency. 

In this case, you can reach any of the Dutch Honorary Consuls in Australia, 24 hours a day, 
7 days a week by phoning +61 (0)2 9 387 6644. 

For all other Consular products and services (e.g. certain certificates, as per attachment) you 
should contact the Dutch Embassy in Canberra or the Consulate-General in Sydney via the 
website www.mfa.nl/can. 

However, often a Justice of the Peace or Notary Public in your area will be able to provide 
the product or service you require. 

Please find more detailed information in the attachment.

ATTACHMENT — HONORARY CONSUL SERVICES 2017 
Lost or stolen passport: 

If your passport is lost or stolen, you can apply for an emergency travel document, called a 
'laissez-passer ', by phoning +61 (0)2 9 387 6644. 

Your application will be processed immediately. The Honorary Consul will contact you and 
provide you with a laissez-passer if you are found to be eligible for this document. 

It takes I to 2 days to issue a laissez-passer because approval is required from the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. 

Please note: Not all countries accept laissez-passers. On journeys to the Netherlands 
from Australia, at this moment transit is only possible via Hong Kong, Singapore and 
Kuala Lumpur. 

You can also apply for a new passport at the Consulate-General in Sydney via an 
emergency procedure. This takes 8 to 10 days and you must apply in person. Your new 
passport will be valid for 10 years. 

Other consular emergencies: 

You can also ask the Honorary Consul for support in the event of other Consular 
emergencies. Each case is individually assessed in consultation with the Consulate-General 
in Sydney. You can reach any of the Dutch Honorary Consuls in Australia 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week by phoning +61 (0)29 387 6644. 

Other products and services: 
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The Honorary Dutch Consul Services explained 


As of 1 May 2017 Honorary Consuls in Adelaide, Melbourne, Port Moresby, Perth and 
Hobart and as of today the Honorary Consul in Brisbane are only authorised to provide 
laissez-passers and provide assistance in Consular emergencies. 

For all other products and services you should contact the Dutch embassy in Canberra or the 
Consulate-General in Sydney. However, often a Justice of the Peace or Notary Public in 
your area will be able to provide the product or service you require. 

List of products and services and where to obtain them: 

• Dutch passport - Consulate-General in Sydney. 

• Visa - Consulate-general in Sydney. 

• Dutch nationality certificate - Consulate-General in Sydney, (option to apply by post) 

• Certificate of residence - Consulate-General in Sydney, (option to apply by post) 

• Certificate of life - Consulate-General in Sydney, Justice of the Peace or Notary 
Public. 

• Declaration of marital status - Consulate-general in Sydney, (option to apply by post)

• Justice of the Peace or Notary Public. 

• Signature legalisation - Embassy in Canberra, Consulate-General in Sydney, Justice of 
the Peace or Notary Public. 

• Option statement - Consulate-General in Sydney. 

• Dutch identity card - Consulate-General in Sydney.

What can I do now to prepare for getting older? 

Healthy and active ageing. 

Being healthy, physically active and socially engaged throughout your life has many 
benefits, especially as you grow older. 

Some simple tips to help you to achieve healthy and active ageing include: 

. Maintain a balanced diet. This is important for a healthy body and healthy 
brain. 

• Do regular physical activity. This is essential for your body and mind. Regular 
physical activity builds muscle and helps to control weight, blood pressure, 
cholesterol, diabetes, pain, as well as bone and joint problems such as 
osteoporosis and arthritis. It can also reduce your risk of heart disease, stroke, 
some cancers, and help prevent falls and injury. 

. Actively participate socially and engage with others. This contributes to your 
overall health and wellbeing by strengthening your sense of belonging and 
creating social relationships. 

How do I maintain a balanced diet? 

To maintain a balanced diet, you should try to eat a variety of foods from different 
groups. This means trying to eat: 

• Fruit and vegetables - two serves of fruit and five serves of vegetables every 
day. 

. Foods such as bread, cereal, rice, potatoes, pasta and other starchy foods, 
preferably wholegrain or wholemeal. 

• Milk and dairy foods - use low fat milk and yoghurt and hard cheeses. 

. Meat, fish, eggs, beans such as broadbeans, soybeans and lentils and other 
non-dairy sources of protein. 

. Fish - at least two portions a week, including one portion of oily fish such as 
trout, salmon and sardines. 

. Smaller amounts of food and drink that are high in fat or sugar. 

• It is also essential to drink lots of water and other fluids in order to keep the 
body hydrated. 

What types of physical activity should. l_do? 

It is important to remain active as you age. For active ageing you should try to do at 
least 30 minutes of moderate physical activity on most, preferably all, days to help 
keep your heart, lungs, muscles and bones working well. It’s a good idea to do a 
range of activities that help with fitness, strength, flexibility and balance. 

What types gfsocial activities should^ / do?

Fransen fietsen naar Zundert 
om 'Van Gogh-kerk’ te redden.

Precies 396 kilometer. Zo ver is het fietsen 
van het ene naar het andere 'Van Gogh-dorp'. 
De afgelopen vijf dagen fietste een groepje 
Fransen vanuit Auvers-sur-Oise naar Zundert, 
de geboorteplaats van schilder Vincent van 
Gogh. De Fransen willen op die manier geld 
inzamelen voor de restauratie van de kerk in 
de Franse plaats. 

De kerk werd wereldberoemd door een 
schilderij van Vincent van Gogh. Hij 
schilderde De kerk van Auvers rond 1890. De 
kerk heeft nu 600.000 euro nodig voor een 
opknapbeurt; het dak en het houtwerk moet 



gerestaureerd worden. 

Ondememers uit het Franse dorp hebben al 
200.000 euro ingezameld. Om meer geld op 
te halen besloten negen inwoners van Auvers- 
sur-Oise naar Zundert te fietsen. Om vijf uur 
vanmiddag kwam het groepje aan bij het 
gemeentehuis waar ze in het Frans werden 
ontvangen door burgemeester Leny Poppe-de 
Looff. 

De burgemeester bewondert de Franse 
fietsers. "Ik vond dat een welkomstwoord in 
het Frans wel het minste was wat ik kon 
doen", zegt ze tegen Omroep Brabant. 

"We voelen ons vereerd dat we hier in 
Zundert mogen arriveren voor een heel 
interessant doel", zegt Veronique Le 
Clainche, een van de fietsers. Ze is wel een 
beetje moe. "We hebben tachtig kilometer per 
dag gefietst." 

De gemeente heeft een rekeningnummer 
geopend waar mensen geld kunnen doneren. 
Het totaalbedrag wordt later overgemaakt 
naar de stad Auvers-sur-Oise, inclusief een 
compleet overzicht van alle donateurs.

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The fortified City of Groenlo 



Flag and Coat of Arms of Groenlo. 


Groenlo is a City in the Municipality of 
Oost Gelre, situated in the eastern part of the 
Netherlands on the German border. 

This region in the province of Gelderland is 
called the ’’Achterhoek” (back comer). 
Groenlo was a Municipality until 1 January 
2005, when it merged with Lichtenvoorde. 
The name Groenlo refers to a green wood 
that lay in the neighbourhood {groen means 




"green", lo means "forest"). 

As of 1 January 2013, Groenlo counted a population of 10,067. 

History: 

Groenlo originates from the beginning of the 7th century. 

On 2 December 1277, it received City rights from landgrave Reinoud I of Zutphen. 

In 1406, Groenlo became part of the Bishopric of Munster. 

The City was a very important trade center along the German-Dutch trade route, which 
resulted in a rich variety of Guilds. 

It also became an important stronghold during the 16th and 17th 
century. The City was repeatedly besieged during the Eighty Years' 
War. ' 

Groenlo still has a defensively shaped Gracht (canal) and (the 
remains of) bulwarks stemming from this era. 

In 1597 the city was conquered by 
Maurice of Nassau. In 1606 it was 
reconquered by Spanish troops led by 
Spinola. 

In 1627 Groenlo was besieged once again and conquered by 
Frederik Hendrik, which became one of Groenlo's most 
important historical events. 

This event still effects everyday lives in the form of street 
names and the names of establishments in the City. 

Two restaurants in its historical center are appropriately 
named Frederik Hendrik and "Het Belegh van Grol" (The 
Siege of Grol). The battles of the Eighty Year’s' War are 

re-enacted regularly, drawing sizable crowds. 

Tourism* Re-enactment of the 1627 battle. 

Tourism is of major importance to Groenlo, with over 3500 tourists spending the night at 
peak times. As part of a wider Tourists attraction plan, some of Groenlo's old bulwarks have

been under restoration since 2007, causing some 
controversy making local and even national television. The 
reason being that a large number of large trees had to be 
cut down to complete the plan. 

Tourists can enjoy a 2-hour trip in the Fortified City’s 
Tourist Train, showing off all he historic places of the City 
and its serene surrounding landscape. 

Groenlo is also well known for its Beer Brewery 
’’Grolsch,” which was in business since 1615, but it closed 
it’s doors in 2004, when it moved to 
Boekelo. 

Catholic Stronghold: 

Groenlo has been under Spanish control for a considerable time during 
its violent history, which has left its marks. One of those is that the 
majority of the local population is still Catholic, which is an exception 
in this mainly Protestant Region. 

This has resulted in several 
Catholic traditions being 
celebrated locally, such as 
Camaval and "Kermis", as well as there being a 
relatively large number of licensed establishments 
and restaurants. 

Economy: 

In the past it was the ’’Grolsch Brewery” and a 
thriving Cattle Market, that were he main 
contributors to its economy. But presently, 
Tourism is by far the largest contributor.
